The seal of Old Saybrook was adopted from the 
College Arms of Saybrook College, of Yale University. 
The seal is heraldically described as follows: 


“Quarterly I and IV azure, 
three lions rampant, or; 

IT and III sable, and engrailed 
cross within a border 
engrailed, both or, and five 
roundels sable on the cross. 


The significance of the seal and its relation to the 
Town of Old Saybrook is as follows: 


“Quarters I and IV are for Fiennes, the family 
of Lord Saye and Sele, II and III are for Greville, the 
family of Lord Brooke. These ancient coats re- 
call two of the seventeenth-century English pro- 
prietors of ‘land at the mouth of the Connecticut 
River. Their names were combined in the name of 
the town of Old Saybrook, which was the site of 
Yale University before its removal to New Haven.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The business of running the Town and tending to municipal needs began 
immediately upon the election of the new Board of Selectmen in November, 
1971. Among the first orders of business was to develop a standard agenda for all 
Selectmen’s meetings, and insuring that the agenda afforded any citizen of Old 
Saybrook an opportunity to address the Board on any matter personal or public. 
The new Board also developed and adopted policies for Town employees that 
established standards in so far as vacations, sick time, and legal holidays are 
concerned. 


The Selectmen realizing that the drug abuse problem was still of primary 
importance, appointed two high school seniors to the Drug Study Commission. 
This was done in an effort to gain the advantage of the younger point of view, 
and to get our more youthful citizens involved in Town Government. 


Street maintenance continues to be a problem. Extensive oiling is needed to 
prevent further deterioration of our present streets. As soon as the immediate 
problem of street deterioration is checked, we plan to phase out of oiling and 
into a program of applying bituminous concrete to all streets. Drainage problems 
continue to beset the community, and every effort is being expended to help us 
through this dilemma. 


Street signs have been replaced by the more vandal proof and functional post, 
and thus far little difficulty has been encountered in maintenance or replacement. 


To promote safety and reduce vandalism, street lighting has been increased. 
The dangerous curve on Maple Avenue is an example where additional lighting 
helped eliminate a dangerous condition. However, the cause of most accidents is 
excessive speed, and the Board implores all residents to observe the rules of the 
road. 


A hurricane tracking and watch station has been established in Town Hall. 
Mrs. Elmer G. Johnson is in charge, and will be able to give immediate advisories 
on any impending storm. Hopefully, this inovation will operate to minimize harm 
to life and property by warning of impending dangers. 


Most recently the State of Connecticut, Environmental Protection Agency, 
has given approval to a proposed landfill site off of Old Boston Post Road Place, 
and very shortly we hope to dispose of a problem long standing. 


The cover sheet of this report displays the new Town Seal. This seal appears 
on our stationery, and finally identifies our community with its historical past 
and will help to sustain the honorable and noble heritage of our community. 


Many programs and projects still remain to be accomplished. Your present 
Board of Selectmen attempts in every way to serve the needs of the community, 
and head off potential problems before they happen. The coming year should 
show a marked betterment in the life and quality of the community. Your co- 
operation, suggestions, and support in this endeavor will be greatly appreciated.

Mr. Tucker and Mr. Johnston discussed at length Public Act No. 695. It was 
unanimously voted to recommend that the Bond Anticipation Note be renewed 
for another 90 day period. 


Mr. Tucker informed the board of Mr. Belyea’s report on the following three 
possible dump sites. 1.) The Viggiano Property has been withdrawn from con- 
sideration. 2.) Mr. Capellaro, the State Principal Sanitarian, found the Cutone 
Property unacceptable. 3.) Mr. Capellaro feels the Dibble-Harvey Property 
does have possibilities. He will report back to Mr. Belyea on the property at a 
later date. 

Mr. Tucker asked Mr. McCarry to report on Capital Planning. There was 
much discussion on priorities, estimated costs, total bonding and other matters. 


At this time a motion was made to go into executive session to discuss a per- 
sonnel matter. This was seconded and voted unanimously. After which, another 
motion was made and seconded to come out of executive session. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted to adjourn.

Town Counsel to advise the Town of Old Saybrook Bonding Agent that the 
funds of the Park and Recreation Commission show an audited shortage of 
$1,794.00 for which the Town requests restitution. McCarry voted no. 

Upon motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to come out 
of executive session. 

Upon motion duly made and seconded, it was voted to adjourn at 9:20 p.m.

MINUTES OF BOARD OF FINANCE MEETING 
August 16, 1972 


Minutes of meeting of Board of Finance held August 16, 1971 at 8:00 p.m. in 
the Town Hall, Old Saybrook, Connecticut. 


Present; Messrs. Tucker, Bombaci, Cutone, McCarry and Viggiano. Also, 
Second Selectman Irving Rochette and members of the Press. 


The Chairman, Mr. Tucker, opened the meeting and requested the Clerk to 
read the legal call of the meeting. The call was read and approved. The Clerk 
read the minutes of the July 19, 1971 meeting which were also approved. 


Mr. Tucker presented two letters to the Board concerning the refinancing of 
the Bond Anticipation notes. One was from the Old Saybrook Town Treasurer; 
the other from William J. Reynolds, Vice President of the Hartford National 
Bank and Trust Company. 

On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to apply 
$125,000.00 from the budget to reduce the amount of money out to Bond Novem- 
ber 1, 1971. Balance — $825,000.00. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to go for a 
10 year period for paying off the Senior High School Bond. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to use one 
rating house only, that being Moody Municiple Bond Rating Company. The 
cost of this item to be taken from the Contingency Fund. 


Mr. Tucker at this time presented a list of the Offices, Boards and Com- 
missions that over extended their respective budgets. The total over expenditure 
being $6,087.46. 


Chairman Tucker remarked on the collection of over due taxes and distributed 
a letter pertaining to this to Board of Finance members. Also, on motion duly 
made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to set up a budget item (new ac- 
count) to pay for the collection of over due taxes. The amount of $5,125.00 to be 
removed from the Contingency account. 

Mr. Tucker will invite Mrs. Heiney, Tax Collector, to be present at the next 
meeting of the Finance Board to discuss the collection of over due taxes. 
_ On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to go into 
executive session to discuss the DeVries property and other matters. Mr. Ro- 
chette remarked at length on the DeVries property. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to come out 
of executive session. Another motion was made, seconded and unanimously 
voted to adjourn.

September 20, 1971 


Minutes of meeting of Board of Finance held September 20, 1971 at 8:00 p.m.

Also, First Select- 
man Irving Rochette, and Selectmen Belyea and Rajotte. Present also were 
Mrs. Harriet Sinnock and members of the Press. 
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The Chairman, Mr. Tucker, opened the meeting and requested the Clerk to 
read the legal call of the meeting. The call was read and approved. The Clerk 
read the minutes of the Special Meeting of August 11, 1971, which were approved, 
and the minutes of the meeting of August 16, 1971, which were approved as 
corrected. 


Under Old Business, Mr. Tucker stated that there was no further information 
from our Bonding Agents concerning our Claim. 


Under New Business, Mr. Rochette remarked on a letter received from Mrs. 
Gloria Fogg dated September 3, 1971, about Board of Education monies to be 
invested. It was agreed that there should be a change of policy on this matter. 


Mr. Rochette remarked on a letter the Board of Selectmen received concern-’ 


ing the spraying of the gypsy moths last spring from the Otter Cove Association. 
They expressed their thanks and praises. 


The First Selectman spoke on the budget request of $1,000.00 for the Ethics 


Study Commission. The breakdown is as follows: $500.00 Legal Expenses, 


$250.00 Secretarial Fees, $25.00 Travel, $25.00 Telephone Calls and $200.00 for 
Other Expenses. Mrs. Sinnock spoke briefly and in favor of this budget. A motion 
was made and seconded that $1,000.00 be budgeted and removed from the Con- 
tingency Fund for an Ethics Study Commission budget. This was a unanimous 
vote. 


After examination of the Annual Report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1971, on motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to accept 
this report. 


Mrs. Heiney, Tax Collector of Old Saybrook, arrived at this point and was 
asked to speak on her tax collections. There was much discussion on this matter, 
after which Mr. Rochette suggested a bill be introduced into the next General 
Assembly, ‘‘That towns be reimbursed for expenses incurred in collecting back 
taxes’. A motion was duly made and seconded and unanimously voted that Mr. 
Rochette proceed on this matter. 


The First Selectman mentioned a $2,900.00 request from the Board of Educa- 
tion for some additional equipment. The Board of Selectmen recommended this 
request to the Finance Board. The Board of Finance felt there should be a letter 
to this effect. The matter was tabled. 


Mr. Rochette remarked at length on the Emergency Employment Act of 
1971 and passed to all members a letter explaining this act in detail. After much 
discussion, a motion was duly made and seconded and unanimously voted that 
the Board of Finance recommend to a Town Meeting ‘‘That the Town of Old 
Saybrook accept Public Act 92-54 concerning a federal grant of $47,000.00 and 
further that the Town fund its own portion of $5,297.00, or in kind services out 
of the Contingency Fund to implement the program”’. 


At this point, the Board of Finance voted unanimously to go into executive 
session. 


After a lengthy discussion on the location of a refuse disposal site, Mr. Tucker 
made a motion that was seconded by Mr. Bombaci, that the Board of Finance 
recommend to a Town Meeting that the Town of Old Saybrook purchase the so- 
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called Dibble-Viggiano-Brainard properties for a price not to exceed the sum of 
$158,000.00 for a possible refuse disposal only if acceptable to State of Connecti- 
cut standards. Further, for the present, the Town Meeting authorize an expendi- 
ture not to exceed $3,500.00 for initial services, including a topographical survey. 
The vote on the above matter was 3 in favor. Mr. McCarry stated before the 
vote was taken that he did not want to participate in any way on the voting, 
neither for, against, or abstaining. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to come out 
of executive session after which another motion was duly made and seconded to 
adjourn. 


MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
October 4, 1971 


Minutes of Annual town meeting held in the town hall, Old Saybrook on 
Monday, October 4, 1971 at eight o’clock p.m. with 5 persons present. 


The meeting was called to order by the first selectman, Irving Rochette who 
then called for nomination for moderator. Mr. Rochette was unanimously chosen 
as moderator. The moderator requested the clerk to read the call of the meeting. 
The call was read and voted to be the legal call of the meeting. 


On item No. 1 the moderator advised those present as to the General Statutes 
with regards to illegibility for voting at town meetings and penalties for fraudu- 
lent voting. 


On item No. 2 the moderator then read the following resolution: Whereas; 
The annual report of the Town of Old Saybrook is not available to the annual 
town meeting of October 4, 1971 it is hereby moved; 


1. That the annual town meeting of October 4, 1971 be adjourned to 8:00 p.m., 
prevailing time, November 29, 1971 and that it be held in the auditorium of the 
Senior High School and; 


2. The Town Clerk is hereby directed to give public notice of the adjourned 
annual town meeting in the same manner as prescribed by Statute for annual 
and special town meetings. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted that the above 
resolutions be adopted. 


There being no further business proper to come before the meeting it was 
voted to adjourn. 


MINUTES OF THE BOARD OF FINANCE MEETING 
October 18, 1971 


Minutes of the meeting of the Board of Finance held October 18, 1971 at 


8:00 p.m. in the Town Hall, Old Saybrook, Connecticut. 


Present; Messrs. Bombaci, Cutone, McCarry, Stanners, Tucker (due to an 
important engagement arrived late) and acting Chairman Carlo Viggiano. Also, 
First Selectman Irving Rochette; Ronald Scott, Superintendent of Schools; Lee 
Sparaco, Chairman of the Board of Education; Edward Bushnell, Fire Chief. 
Also, interested citizens and members of the Press. 
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The Acting Chairman Mr. Viggiano opened the meeting and requested the 
clerk to read the legal call of the meeting. The call was read and approved. The 
clerk read the minutes of the September 20, 1971 meeting which were approved 
as corrected. 


Chief Bushnell was recognized, and his request to be heard first was granted 
by the Board. The Chief spoke at length on the need for a new fire horn and its 
transfer from the roof of the Town Hall to the Fire House. One bid was received 
amounting to $7,436.00 for the above mentioned horn. On motion duly made and 
seconded, it was unanimously voted to accept and table this request for thirty 
days and it was suggested that Chief Bushnell try to obtain other bids. At this 
point, the Chief and his department were commended by the Board for their fine 
and dedicated work, and also the efficient way they handle their budget. 


Under Old Business, Mr. Rochette stated that our claim against our bonding 
agent is now in the Claims Department being processed. 


Mr. Viggiano passed around to members of the Board a letter from Mrs. 
Fogg, Treasurer, regarding outstanding checks over one year old. After much 
discussion, it was suggested that Mrs. Fogg write to the above mentioned re- 
cipients requesting information on why these checks have never been cashed. 
Mr. Tucker will confer with Mrs. Fogg further on this matter. 


Mr. Forkell, Social Service Director, replied by letter to the Board of Finance, 
regarding a question raised by Mr. Bombaci of “‘over statement’ under ‘‘Other 
Income”’ of Welfare. This explanation was acceptable to the Board. 


Mr. Sparaco, Chairman of the Board of Education, at this time explained 
that a resolution would have to be presented to a Town Meeting to read as 
follows: 


Resolved: The Town of Old Saybrook does hereby authorize the Board of 
Education to apply to the State Board of Education, State of Connecticut, for 
State Aid and to further authorize said Board of Education to accept or reject 
such State Aid Grants in the name of the Town on the following school building 
projects: Equipment purchase under the provisions of Sec. 10-286 (a) of the 
General Statutes for an Occupational Training Program at Old Saybrook Senior 
High School in the amount of $2,913.00. On motion duly made and seconded, it 
was unanimously voted to recommend the above to Town Meeting. 


Mr. James Costello at this point was recognized and he thanked the Board 
for their past favorable views on the gypsy moth spraying in the Mallard Drive 
and Ayers Point areas. He declared it was 95% effective. 


Dr. Milton Clark, Chairman of the Park and Recreation Commission, was 
called into the meeting at this time. There was much discussion on the lateness 
of the bill presented for the repaving of the Town Beach Parking Area. The final 
conclusion was that there was a general misunderstanding on the matter. 


Still under Old Business, Mr. McCarry restated his position and reasons for 
asking for a reconsideration vote by the Board of Finance on the Dibble, Viggiano, 
Brainard dump site. On a motion duly made and seconded, it was voted 3 to 2 
not to reconsider the recommendation of the Board of Finance to appropriate 
and authorize the expenditure of a sum not to exceed $158,000.00 for this site. 
Mr. Stanners, Cutone and Tucker voted against; Mr. Bombaci and McCarry for. 
Mr. Viggiano disqualified himself. 
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Under New Business, Mr. Rochette informed the Board that the 1971-72 
Annual Report will be available in about a week and that Mrs. Elaine Staplins, 
who did the necessary work, presented her bill of $133.20. On a motion duly made 
and seconded, it was unanimously voted to have Mr. Rochette pay the bill. 


At this point, it was the general consensus of all present to sincerely thank 
Mr. William Stanners, retiring member of the Board of Finance, for his sincere 
and unselfish dedication and devotion to the Board and the Town of Old Say- 
brook. 


The same thoughts and praise were also extended to Mr. Rochette, retiring 
First Selectman of Old Saybrook, for his many years of service to the Town. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to adjourn.

October 28, 1971 


Minutes of the Special Town Meeting of the Town of Old Saybrook, Con- 
necticut, held in the auditorium of the Old Saybrook Senior High School, Boston 
Post Road, in said town, on Thursday, October 28, 1971, with approximately 
300 citizens present, at 8:00 p.m. 


First Selectman, Irving Rochette called the meeting to order and called for 
nominations for moderator. Joseph Sadler was unanimously chosen as moderator. 
The Moderator then requested the Clerk to read the call of the meeting. The call 
was read, and there being no remarks as to the call as read, the Moderator de- 
clared it to be the Legal Call of the Meeting. 


On item No. 1—the Moderator advised those present as to the General 
Statutes of Connecticut with regard to eligibility for voting at Town Meetings 
and the penalties of fraudulent voting. 


On item No. 2—concerning the purchase of the so-called Dibble-Viggiano- 
Brainard property on the Boston Post Road for use as a Town operated refuse 
disposal area. This item was defeated on a motion duly made and seconded by a 
hand vote of 99 votes for the purchase and 174 votes against the purchase. 


On item No. 3—to appropriate and expend a sum not to exceed $3,500 for 
initial services in connection with its use as a refuse disposal area. It was moved 
and seconded that this item not be acted upon. 


On item No. 4—To act upon the following resolution. 


RESOLVED: The Town of Old Saybrook does hereby authorize the Old 
Saybrook Board of Education to apply to the State Board of Education, 
State of Connecticut, for State Aid, and to further authorize said Board of 
Education to accept or reject such State Aid Grant in the name of the Town 
on the following provisions of Section 10-286 (a) of the General Statutes for 
an occupational training program at Old Saybrook Senior High School in the 
amount of $2,913.00. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted to approve 
this resolution. 
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On item No. 5—to accept a Federal Grant of $47,000.00 through the Emer- 
gency Employment Act of 1971 (U.S.P.L. 92-34) and to expend a sum not to 
exceed $5,297.00 by payments of services in kind or by payment from the con- 
tingency fund. On a motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously voted 
to accept this item. 


On item No. 6—to amend ordinance No. 30 by adding a paragraph to section 
5 of that ordinance. 


‘“The Commission shall adopt such rules and regulations as it deems necessary 
and advisable for the proper control, development, management, operation and 
maintenance of all parks, recreational areas, facilities, playgrounds, playfields 
and bathing beaches under its jurisdiction. Such rules and regulations shall be 
posted at each park, beach or recreational area, and a copy of said rules and 
regulations shall be placed on the official sign post outside the Town Hall. 


Any person or persons violating any of said rules or regulations shall be sub- 
ject to arrest and fine not to exceed $25 for each violation of any rule or regula- 
tions so adopted and posted.” 


On item 7—to adopt an Ordinance providing for a penalty and fine for any 
persons, firm or corporation erecting, constructing, altering, converting any 
building, structure or sewerage system within the Town of Old Saybrook without 
having first obtained a building permit. A copy of said proposed Ordinance is on 
file in the Town Clerk’s Office. After a lengthy discussion, on a motion duly made 
and seconded, it was voted not to approve this item. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted to adjourn. 


MINUTES OF MEETING OF BOARD OF FINANCE 
November 15, 1971 


Minutes of the meeting of the Board of Finance held November 15, 1971 at 
8:00 p.m. in the Town Hall, Old Saybrook, Conn. 


Present; Messrs. Cutone, Hoey, McCarry, Tucker, Viggiano, and Mrs. Sin- 
nock. Also First Selectman Raymond Kotowski, Selectman Rexford McCall, 
Assessor Walter Birck and members of the Press. 


Mr. Tucker at this point remarked on Mr. Bombaci’s resignation from the 
Board of Finance.

On a motion made by Mr. Viggiano and seconded by Mrs. Sinnock it was 
voted that Mr. Tucker would proceed to provide suitable recognition of Mr. 
Bombaci’s faithful service to the Old Saybrook Board of Finance. 

Item Number 7, Mr. Kotowski at this time requested the Sum of $200.00 to 
hire a ‘‘back hoe”’ for the purpose of digging ‘‘test holes’’ on the Maynard Proper- 
ty.

On a motion made by Mr. McCarry and seconded by Mr. Viggiano, it was 
unanimously voted to remove a sum not to exceed $784.00 from the contingency 
fund to purchase a new carpet for the Office of the First Selectman. 


Mr. Kotowski will request the Police Department to write a letter to the 
Board of Finance on the matter of School Crossing Guards. This will be taken 
up at a future meeting. 


The First Selectman spoke briefly on his meeting in Clinton on Solid Waste 
Disposal. He mentioned that on a regional basis, the cost would be approximately 
20¢ per head and an approximate cost of $1,600.00 total for Old Saybrook. No 
action taken on this matter.

Several other citizens also spoke in favor. On a motion duly made and seconded, 
it was unanimously voted to approve this plan.

The usual circulation of books and attention to reference questions has con- 
tinued during the year. The first complete inventory of the collection was made 
and the total number of volumes found to be 24,154. A new service was in- 
augurated in taking books to the Convalescent Hospital on alternate Wednesdays 
and has proved popular with the patients. The summer program of arts and 
crafts and a lecture on pet care brought many children to the Library. Eight 
local artists have exhibited their work at the Library. In October the Middlesex 
Area Swap Group met at the Library to exchange books and to participate in a 
Book Mending Workshop. 

The Friends of the Library presented children’s movie programs and weekly 
preschool Story Hours. They held adult programs at the Library and have con- 
tinued to sponsor, with the Park and Recreation Commission, a film festival at 
the High School. 

The Librarian attended the meeting of the American Library Association in 
Dallas in July 1971 and she and members of the staff attended the 1972 meeting 
of the Connecticut Library Association as well as various workshops held by the 
Connecticut State Library.

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THE ACTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 
Report of the Chairman, Board of Directors 


The growth of the Acton Public Library in number of users as well as in 
number of volumes in the book collection has meant an accompanying need for 
more services performed by the library staff. Since the larger portion of the 
budget is allotted to salaries and to books, the Board of Directors has in the past 
year made an objective analysis of staff qualifications and compensation and 
has brought up to date its policies with regard to the selection of books. This is 
in addition to its regular business of overseeing the expenditures and administra- 
tion of the library. 


That the qualification and duties of the staff now go beyond what used to be 
required of them was obvious when we studied the wide range of their tasks; 
guidance in use of basic library resources, collection of data for statistical analy- 
sis and reporting, classification and cataloging of books on many subjects, com- 
pilation of booklists, assistance in reviewing books for purchase. 


Under the supervision of the head librarian, no matter what their individual 
duties, the assistants all cooperate in making the library an efficient source of 
information and a pleasant place to read or study. 


A public library is the most open of all public institutions, housing as it does 
a collection of books that belong to all the citizens of its town. It is the job of the 
staff to help the librarian not only to maintain and keep track of these books but 
to exercise courtesy, adaptability, and good judgment in overseeing their use in 
what is today a very busy library. 


The qualifications and duties of our staff compare quite favorably with 
standards for Library Technical Assistants set by the Connecticut Library 
Association. The Directors feel that we can use these standards as a guideline 
with some flexibility to fit the special needs of our town and its financial re- 
sources. 


Since the thousands of books published each year raises the question of which 
books to buy, a Book Committee was formed many years ago. It is a continuing 
committee, though its members come and go, and is of invaluable assistance to 
the librarian and her staff. It is composed of three members from the Board of 
Directors and members from the public, all willing to give their time and talents 
to writing up reports of reviews found in magazines and newspapers. 


The committee meets for monthly discussions. A recommendation to buy or 
not to buy a book must result not only from the members’ personal choice or 
taste but also from their objective judgment based on the competence of the 
writer and the reviewer. It was from just such discussions in the Book Committee 
that a book selection policy was developed and presented to the Board of Directors. 


To guide both staff and book committee members in their selection the 
Board has defined a policy that embraces all fields of interest, and so far as 
possible, offers the people of Old Saybrook what they want to read.

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THE ADVISORY WATERFRONT COMMISSION 


The Advisory Waterfront Commission received a rather, stunning blow with 
the dissolution of the CDAP program and the resultant lack of outside funds. 
Many of the long range plans being developed had to be sacrificed to smaller 
short range objectives. 


The North Cove anchorage continues in popularity and is filled to capacity 
this year. Presently moored in the Cove are over 100 boats and the Cove moor- 
ings continue on a self supporting basis. 


The commission now operates on a staggard term basis with three members 
presently elected for two years and two members elected for one year. This will 
provide the continuity of membership essential for sound projects and meaning- 
ful results. 


Once again the Commission publicly declared its support for an active river 
patrol and the purchase of a river patrol vessel to be at the disposal of the Police 
Department. Once again such a purchase was declined. 


The North Cove landing was begun and Phase I actually completed. A 
launching ramp was installed for trailored boats and fill placed to high water to 
accomodate limited off street parking. Such a facility allows easier launching of 
trailored boats and allows additional access to the vessels moored deep in the 
Cove itself. Further improvements are slated in Phase II of the development 
program. 


It is the desire of the Commission to expand where possible as much of the 
Towns Waterfront holdings provide recreational facilities for boating and 
fishing. This is a difficult task considering the limited waterfront property of 
the Town and the demands made on these lands. 


It is hoped that a long range development program can be developed to pro- 
vide as many facilities for the residents of Old Saybrook as are needed. Our 
Waterfront is an important natural resource and should be developed reasonably 
and protected earnestly.

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OLD SAYBROOK CIVIC BEAUTIFICATION COMMITTEE 


The primary goals of the Beautification Committee will be a continued con- 
centrated effort to restore the image of this once charming town, and to prevent 
a recurrence of the decay which has taken place during recent past years. The 
appearance and condition of the public interface is of great importance in 
establishing the public image of the town and is, therefore, vital in engendering 
in the residents, tourists and businessmen a sense of pride which, in turn, will 
foster a respectful use of these facilities. 


Our action program for achieving these goals include: 


1. Development of a Master Landscape Beautification Plan giving attention 
to plantings, particularly on major streets, town greens and other public areas, 
street furniture such as benches litter receptacles and outdoor kiosks for the 
posting of bulletins and notices. We will also address ourselves to matters relating 
to selection of paving materials for future use throughout the town, lighting, 
graphics and the use of colors in relation to both existing and new architecture. 


To date we have completed Phase I of the Master Plan which included the 
planting of 10 major street trees and ivy plantings along Elm and Main Streets. 


Concentrating our priorities specifically on areas which are at present void of 
trees, Phase II of the Master Plan will include the planting of 17 trees between 
Coulter St. and the A & P parking lot. Landscape plans and specifications for 
these plantings have been prepared, and installation is scheduled for the fall 
planting season. In addition to these Town funded plantings, the Conn. State 
Highway Dept., in an effort to cooperate and assist us in our endeavors, has in- 
stituted a program of planting trees along U. S. Route 1. The state landscape 
crews completed plantings near the newly constructed Oyster River Bridge and 
several other prominent locations along U. S. 1. 


2. Preventing future inroads of blight and provide for orderly growth of the 
community by assisting local Planning and Zoning Boards in an advisary capacity 
on matters pertinent to the preservation of a high quality visual environment. 


During the month of March the Beautification Committee met with both 
the Zoning and Planning Commissions. A listing of proposed zoning requirements 
was submitted to both commissions for their consideration and ultimate inclusion 
in future town ordinances. 


3. Encourage and participate in local and regional civic and youth programs 
such as Arbor Day plantings, etc. with Garden Clubs, Scouts and other existing 
town organizations. 


In celebration of Arbor Day 1972, seedling evergreen trees donated by a local 
bank were planted at several key locations throughout the town by the Boy 
Scouts. 


4. Educating the public through the use of audio-visual surveys, meetings 
and local newspapers. 
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In cooperation with the Conservation Committee an ecological bicycle tour 
of Main St. was held to provide participants with a knowledge of some of the 
existing environmental problems. A number of concerned residents attended 
these tours. Their imput and questions will prove helpful in establishing future 
priorities for correcting these problems. 

Slide presentations depicting these problems were presented to both the 
Zoning and Planning Commissions. 

In conclusion we feel that all of these programs have to a certain degree stim- 
ulated the interest of the community in areas relating to beautification, ecology 
and conservation, however, it is our distinct feeling that we have barely skimmed 
the surface of the potential in our town. An enthusiastic public is essential for the 
successful implementation of any such programs as are mentioned above. Citizens 
must be informed of the goals and made to understand the reasoning behind each 
program. Without an interested citizenry, Old Saybrook can make little progress.

OLD SAYBROOK BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The Board of Education, during this past year, has made every effort to 
maintain and improve the educational system in Old Saybrook. The following is 
a brief summary of some of the activities directed toward this objective: 
Curriculum 

During the past year major areas of the curriculum were updated and re- 
vamped to provide a more relevant instructional program. For example, the 
Social Studies Curriculum on the elementary level was updated with new text- 
books and related materials. Math programs through the eighth grade were 
revamped to provide materials for a broader range of students. Science programs 
have been expanded, presenting opportunities for more experimentation and 
allowing students a greater amount of participation in this increasingly more 
sophisticated subject. 

On the high school level additional semester courses were offered in English, 
Home Economics, Art and Social Studies. Independent study programs were 
continued with more students engaging in individual contracts in many of the 
major subject areas. 
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A major expansion step was taken this year in two areas. First, a work-study 
program was initiated in the high school. This program, partially funded by the 
State Department of Education, has been highly successful. The acceptance by 
the business community of students into their establishments, on an earn as you 
learn basis, has added another dimension to our efforts to serve all of our students 
needs. The second area was the addition of a health program for grades 5-12. This 
program, although in the infant stage, should prove to be a successful addition 
to the curriculum, covering all aspects of Health including alcohol, tobacco and 
drugs. While education is not the sole answer to the drug crisis, education can 
provide the indisputable facts so that a student can evaluate and prepare himself 
for many of the hard decisions that are facing today’s youth. 
Community-School Relations 

An all out effort has been made to bring the community closer to the functions 
of the school. The past year has seen numerous open meetings, public hearings 
on major issues, and the establishment of two citizen advisory committees. The 
two committees; the Adult Education Advisory Committee and the Vocational 
Education Advisory Committee, have proven to be very successful in bringing 
to the Board a wider range of public opinion. It is hoped that with more public 
involvement, education in Old Saybrook will reflect the community’s desires and 
better serve our youth. 


Operating Activities 

Many hours of the Board of Education during this past year have been spent 
on essential and legally-required activities. A new teachers’ contract was negoti- 
ated, negotiations were started on an agreement with the custodial union and new 
scales and procedures were established for the employees of the cafeterias. Main- 
tenance programs were continued and it should be reported that all schools are in 
excellent physical condition. Efforts were made, with success, to continue the 
program funded through federal and state grants for the disadvantaged children 
of the community. In addition, the Board acted (for the last year) as Applicant 
Board for Project Learn, the regional educational agency established five years 
ago with federal funds. 


The preceeding summary only briefly describes some of the activities of your 
Board of Education during the past year. While it is helpful to review past per- 
formances, the excitement, the challenge, the fascination are in the future. What 
lies ahead for education is without a doubt a session of diligent evaluation, a time 
of inward analysis, and a period of hard decisions. For, if we are to be responsive 
and take the lead to ensure an orderly world, then educational change is the order 
of the day.

Old Saybrook Board of Education 
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BOARD OF POLICE COMMISSIONERS 


The Old Saybrook Police Commission reports that the Old Saybrook Police 
Department has experienced the most active year of its existence. The numbers 
of complaints increased dramatically from 4,856, to 6,164. Along with the in- 
crease, all other areas of activity escalated accordingly. For this reason, we have 
included statistics for 1971 as well as 1972. 


Not shown in these statistics are the countless hours of investigation that 
have gone into trying to abate the narcotics problem in our area. Although we 
do not feel that this problem is more severe in Old Saybrook than it is in any other 
town, we find that we must devote constant attention to it. The physical effects 
that crimes such as breaking and enterings, larcenies, purse-snatchings, shop- 
lifting can be directly associated with the narcotics problem. If we can control 
the former, we may be able to reduce the latter. 


The Department also reported six (6) armed robberies during the last year, 
indicating major crime which has passed us by in the past, has now reached 
Old Saybrook. 


In an effort to provide a better community in which to live, the basic philo- 
sophy of the Police Department is crime prevention and patrol through omni- 
presence. For this reason, we have instituted overlapping shifts and now have 
three marked patrol cars on the road during the busiest hours. 


Through the National Emergency Employment Act, the Department has 
been able to increase our complement of full-time Police Officers to twenty (20). 
These three EEA employees are operating under a grant of $31,978.00. We are 
confident that this addition will help us to better serve the law enforcement needs 
of the community. 


The Police Commission also has appointed two additional Sergeants, en- 
abling us to have a recognized supervisor on every shift. The administrative 
staff now consists of a Chief, Lieutenant and four Sergeants. 


The Police Commission and the Police Department appreciates the support 
it has received from the community. We hope that it will continue as in the past.

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BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


The increased activity in all phases of the Building Department as indicated 
in the accompanying statistical chart is due largely to there being a 30% increase 
over last year in violations, varied questions, complaints, matters relating to 
zoning enforcement, the issuance of permits, and inspections.

The wetlands ordinance which has received statewide attention through the 
press and television is now a subject of extreme interest to many townspeople 
and local agencies. In this area alone the building official has many site inspec- 
tions to make which result in more reports to prepare. 


The volume of new construction and renovations has shown a definite in- 
crease with 415 building permits issued this year as compared to 341 issued last 
year. It’s interesting to note that the department exceeded their anticipated 
receipts by $11,625.00. 


In August of 1971 the department hired a secretary-clerk to work in the 
office a minimum of 4 hours per day. The building official’s schedule is such that 
he maintains office hours in the morning and makes routine inspections in the 
afternoons. The office is normally open from 9 a.m. until 4 p.m. 


In order to receive certification as required by State Statute, your building 
official has attended and completed the following courses from October of 1971 
through May of 1972: 


Mechanical No. 1 
Structural Material and Standards 
Municipal Building Official’s Conference—University of Mass. 


Along with the volume of increased building, additional problems and rulings 
relating to sewerage and sanitation permits exist. The department works closely 
with the Sanitarian and Health Director as well as with the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Zoning Commission, and Planning Commission. The building official 
attends all meetings of these boards and keeps abreast of changes and problems 
that arise within the community. 
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It is expected that during the next few months a deputy zoning enforcement 
officer will be hired to handle much of the work related to zoning interpretations 
and enforcement. The hiring of an additional person to work in the office of the 
building department will allow the building official more time to attend to the 
technical aspect of building inspection, site plan review, etc. which is considered 
a primary importance in complying with the State Building Code. 


The building department strives to serve the citizens of the town in a fair and 
honest manner of offering protection and dutiful service to which they are en- 
titled.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The traditional concern of the Commission has continued to be the preserva- 
tion of open space in general and tidal wetlands in particular. Toward this end 
we have tried in the past year to ensure that the Town Plan provide for protec- 
tive measures, we have examined applications for dredging and filling as they 
have come under Old Saybrook’s jurisdiction, we have followed the progress of 
P.A. 695 in establishing tidal wetlands boundaries, and have begun planning for 
Saybrook’s role under the new law protecting interior wetlands. 


Two questions have become urgent ones in the last year or so: Waste Dis- 
posal and Oil Spills, with their danger to our watersheds and our beaches and 
marshes. As to the oil spill danger, it is a large matter requiring action by Federal 
and State agencies as well as by us. The waste disposal matter also calls for a 
broad long run solution, but meanwhile we have concerned ourselves with making 
sure of a minimum of environmental damage from any short run local ones. 


What promised to be at least an annual event, an ecology tour of the town, 
took place on May 20th with upwards of a hundred citizens participating. This 
year’s tour took the form of three separate bicycle trips through different parts 
of Old Saybrook, where we had the opportunity to see, close up, the effects of and 
the need for conservation measures in the center of town, in the upland water- 
shed areas, and along the edges of the tidal region. Sharing the responsibility and 
the success of these tours, were Messrs. James Barnes and Mark Newgarden of 
Old Saybrook, and a youth group, the Conservation Explorers, under the guid- 
ance of Mr. Ames Thompson. Our thanks also goes to the Police Department for 
helping manage three large groups of cyclists. 


We hope to increase activities in the coming year, particularly in the area of 
keeping our fellow citizens abreast of the Town’s environmental needs and their 
best resolution.

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DRUG STUDY COMMISSION

The Commission is taking positive direction in the course of its future de- 
liberations so that we may minimize and possibly eliminate the root causes of the 
drug problem.

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


The Economic Development Commission was established by the Board of 
Selectmen in June 1971 and held its organizational meeting on June 15, 1971, two 
weeks prior to the beginning of this fiscal year. Nine members were appointed by 
the Selectmen in accordance with the recommendations of the Republican and 
Democratic Town Committees. 


The Selectmen charged the Commission with “laying the groundwork and 
perhaps a system for an orderly economic growth for Old Saybrook.” The function 
of the Commission, as expressed by the First Selectman at the organizational 
meeting, is threefold: 1. To explore and recommend suitable sites for establish- 
ment of an industrial complex in Old Saybrook. 2. To determine what types of 
industry would best serve the town’s interests. 3. To induce suitable types of 
industry to move into Old Saybrook. 


The first task of the Commission was the education of its members in those 
specific matters pertaining to its function and responsibility. Copies of the Zoning 
and Subdivision Regulations and The Plan of Development for the town were 
distributed to each member. Experts in related fields appeared on invitation 
before the Commission to present their views on the subject. Copies of the Con- 
necticut Development Commission’s Economic Development Manual ware made 
available to the Commission for study and reference. 


The Commission met twelve times during the year at approximately monthly 
intervals and can report the following accomplishments: 1. Elected its own 
officers. 2. Promulgated its own By-Laws. 3. Heard presentations by four ex- 
perts on the subject of economic development. 4. Contacted and coordinated 
with representatives of local and state government, the Chamber of Commerce, 
the State Legislature, financial institutions, and development consultants. 5.

Catalogued available land sites suitable for development. 6. Determined and 
implemented procedures for the formation of an industrial development founda- 
tions which led to the establishment of The Old Saybrook Foundation, Inc. 


Planned activities for the coming fiscal year include continued cataloguing of 
land sites, publication of a promotional brochure designed to attract suitable 
industry to Old Saybrook, and further study of ways and means of creating an 
atmosphere within the town favorable toward drawing to the area the type of 
commerce and industry which will benefit the community’s economy.

THE OLD SAYBROOK HISTORICAL SOCIETY, INC. 


The Society was founded in 1958. Its headquarters are The Samuel Hart 
House, located at the intersection of Main St. and Maple Ave. The house was 
built in 1773 and lived in by Mr. Hart and his wife, Lucy Bushnell, fifty years 
to the day of Mr. Hart’s death. 


Dedication of the newly acquired property occurred on July 27, 1971. Pur- 
chase of the Samuel Hart House was made possible by fund-raising activities of 
the Society over a period of several years, generous gifts by members and friends 
and a matching grant-in-aid by the Connecticut Historical Commission. 


Membership in the Society has grown from a small group at the outset, with 
Frank Tinsley as founding president, to over 300 individual members in the 
summer of 1972. All residents and friends in the area of Old Saybrook, interested 
in perpetuating the historical background and early traditions of this first 
English colony on the southern shore of Connecticut, are welcomed as members. 


The Historical Society holds its regular membership meetings in Fellowship 
Hall at the Congregational Church, while its Governing Council meetings are 
held on the second Tuesday of each month at the Samuel Hart House. An annual 
picnic is held in August on the Society’s grounds for the members and their 
friends. Plans for the future include gradual development of a museum collection 
in the Hart House, built around the historical artifacts and archives already 
owned by the Society. In June, 1972, approximately 600 Old Saybrook school 
children came to the Samuel Hart House for their first visit, to see the Society’s 
present collection and also a special exhibit. A much broader program of co- 
operation with schools and youth groups is being developed.

Continuing in its efforts to provide a variety of activities and to develop the 
various facilities for residents of all ages, the Park and Recreation Commission 
met with measured success and some frustrations. The resignation of the Director, 
early in the year, left the department without executive leadership for a sustained 
period of time. This acted as a hinderance in the achievement of a number of the 
planned goals. 

Under existing Subdivision regulations, previously recommended by the 
Commission, and with the cooperation of the Planning Commission the depart- 
ment acquired approximately a two (2) acre plot for recreational purposes in the 
Cricket Court Subdivision, off Maple Avenue, at no acquisition cost to the 
taxpayer. | . 

The Park and Recreation Youth field (behind the firehouse) was renovated 
with a new infield surface, new bleachers, and enclosed with new plastic coated 
chain link fence and back stop. 

The Commission participated and cooperated with the Beach Study Com- 
mittee in the planning and the development of the evaluation which resulted in 
the recommended plan for expansion of the present beach facilities. The Com- 
mission unanimously endorsed the plan. 

Continuing in our effort to effect the plan of development for the Saybrook 
acres Town Park, a temporary ball field has been laid out on the site of the con- 
templated Rotary Ball Field and nursery screening trees were planted with the 
cooperation of the Girl Scouts. The Old Saybrook Rotary Club has generously 
agreed to assist in the development of the Ball Field. 

The budgetary request for $51,000 for the first step development of the Town 
Park on Schoolhouse Road was denied, but the Commission intends to request 
the provisions of these funds through a Town Meeting. 

The Commission’s recruitment for a Director culminated in the hiring of a 
most qualified administrator, Mr. Donald Rith. 

Some new programs were attempted and many old programs were continued. 
Some curtailment in programing evolved from the absence of a Director for a 
full year. 

The Park and Recreation Commission gratefully acknowledges the important 
contributions and tireless efforts of many individuals, organizations, and Town 
agencies in helping us to attain our recreational goals.

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PENSION BOARD REPORT 
June 30, 1971 through July 1, 1972 


The Pension Board met on October 6, 1971, December 22, 1971, January 19, 
1972, February 23, 1972, March 23, 1972, April 26, 1972, and June 14, 1972. 


Regular members as of July 1, 1972, include: George Wright, Jr., Chairman; 
Robert Guenther, Secretary: Richard Singer, Raymond Kotowski, and Cornelius 
Dorr. 


The Board determined that an in-depth actuarial valuation of the pension 
fund was in order; the Martin E. Segal Company, Inc., was retained for this pur- 
pose and was ably represented by Mr. John Murphy throughout the year. The 
extensive report prepared by this actuarial firm not only detailed several funding 
considerations, but also an analysis of past investment performance of the fund. 
It was noted that the previous actuarial estimates understated the funding 
liability to a small extent using reasonable actuarial assumptions. It is expected 
that this recent valuation will be adequate for two years as it was thorough and 
the turnover of participants is minimal. Past financial and investment experience 
proved disappointing but with a recent improvement. 


The pension fund is currently invested with the Hartford National Bank and 
Trust Company. The Board decided to study other funding vehicles, particularly 
insured deposit administration contracts. A questionnaire was sent to several 
group pension insurers. Six proposals were received, studied, and compared for 
interest, expense, annuity purchase rate guarantees plus other features peculiar 
to insured pension contracts. A final funding decision will be made within a few 
months. 


The present plan was found inadequate in two areas: 1. Town employees 
were technically able to withdraw their contributions and maintain active em- 
ployment. 2. There was an inconsistency between early retirement and vesting 
eligibility . . . age and years of service. 


It was voted to submit amendments to the Board of Selectmen for approval 
which would allow employee contributions withdrawn only in the event of death, 
disability, retirement, or termination, and liberalize the vesting eligibility from 
age 50 and 20 years of service to age 50 and 15 years of service, the same as early 
retirement. 


It was decided that the orderly replacement of Pension Board members would 
provide better continuity in pension planning. The present Board members expect 
replacement in the following years: Mr. Wright, Jr. 1972, Mr. Kotowski 1973, 
Mr. Dorr 1974, Mr. Guenther 1975, and Mr. Singer 1976.

The Commission regularly meets on the first and third Wednesdays of each 
month. Special meetings are called when necessary. All meetings are open to the 
public and the townspeople are encouraged to attend. 


This year the Commission works on an agenda basis in order to expedite the 
many matters that come before the members. The es aaa is posted on the Town 
Hall bulletin board prior to each meeting date. 


The Commission looks forward to the implementation of a revised Sidewalk 
Priorities Program as well as the adoption of new Subdivision Regulations this 
year. The Subdivision Regulations will be compiled by the Commission and 
Bryan and Panico, Planning Consultants.

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RIVER TRAFFIC CONTROL 


The Department of River Traffic Control, operating under the office of the 
First Selectman, has been in existence since 1963 and is charged with the enforce- 
ment of the State Boating Law on the waters of Old Saybrook. In addition, the 
department concerns itself on the matter of water safety. During the past year, 
in addition to issuing fifty summonses and seventy-five written warnings, the 
department rendered assistance to the U. S. Coast Guard, investigated boating 
accidents, shot a shark at a beach area, participated in search and rescue, and 
patrolled the Saybrook shoreline from Ferry Point on the river to Old Kelsey 
Point, Westbrook. 


The department consists of two part time personnel, operating in a leased 
boat which is available only on week-ends. The boat is a 24 foot open utility, 
powered by a 165 horsepower marine engine, and capable of a speed up to 
24 knots. It is in radio contact with police headquarters, Coast Guard Long 
Island Sound, commercial tugs and barges, and pleasure boat traffic. 


Currently, attention is being drawn to the fact that the tremendous volume 
of traffic on the river, (the lower Connecticut River is the most heavily traveled 
waterway in the State), warrants an expanded patrol either on the local or state 
level. This department concurs completely with this recommendation and is ex- 
ploring every possible solution to the problem. The most immediate need is for 
an adequate vessel that can be owned by the Town so that protection can be in- 
creased from two days a week to a full seven days a week.

SOCIAL SERVICE 
July 1, 1971 to June 30, 1972 


An important factor contributing to the welfare dilemma is the lack of a 
residency requirement. In theory this is fine, but in practice it means that one 
does not have to have roots anymore, can travel at will, collect welfare, and 
perpetuate fraud. It also contributes to the break up of the family as a unit and 
relieves a person of his responsibility. 


A disturbing thought is the 18 year old majority which became effective 
October 1, 1972. They are no longer dependent children, parents are no longer 
legally liable until the age of 21, they are not disabled, blind or aged. They will 
have the status of an adult and should assume their own responsibilities and not 
rely on welfare as a way of life. 


Effective July 1, 1971, the state reimbursement to cities and towns was in- 
creased from seventy-five percent to ninety percent. On the surface, this would 
seem to be beneficial to the towns, but actually has contributed to the loss of 
control of local welfare problems. The new state welfare policy stresses financial 
assistance over and above social services. On the local level, I find that many 
problems can be resolved without the need for monetary help. 
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In many situations, problems are resolved because the local Welfare De- 
partment can give immediate emergency assistance. If a client has help in solving 
his own problems, it has a much more meaningful and lasting effect.

TOWN CLERK’S OFFICE 


The changes made by the General Assembly in the election laws this past 
year, 1971-1972, proved to be quite hectic in the Town Clerk’s office. 


Your Town Clerk is now enrolling 95% of all new voters in Old Saybrook, 
and in the past year these numbered approximately 475. The enrolling and 
election process seems to be changing one day to the next. The two major changes 
in my opinion are the striking down of the six months residency requirement by 
the Supreme Court of the United States and the lowering of the voting age to 
eighteen. It is now possible for an individual to move to Old Saybrook and im- 
mediately be made a voter if he swears that this is his bon-a-fide residence. 
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The recent session of the General Assembly increased our fiscal responsi- 
bilities by increasing substantially the State Boating Registration fees. Along 
with Dog License fees, Hunting, Fishing and Trapping Licenses, this office 
handles and is held strictly accountable for approximately $8,000.00 of State 
Funds. Your Town Clerk also collected $14,705.58 in Conveyance Taxes. (Prop- 
erty Transfer Tax). This was approximately $5,000.00 more than was anticipated 
for the fiscal year 1971-1972. This money is deposited to the General Fund of the 
Town of Old Saybrook. 


The Town Clerk is also the Registrar of Vital Statistics (Birth, Marriage and 
Death records). He also indexes and records all Warrantee deeds, Quit Claim 
deeds, Releases of Mortgages, Veteran’s Discharges and various other miscellane- 
ous documents. All of which have notably increased during the past year. 


To be sure, I do not and cannot complete all of these tasks individually. The 
smooth and efficient administration of the Town Clerk’s Office is a result of 
teamwork, and I would like to take this opportunity to publicly recognize and 
thank Mrs. Olive Mulvihill, your Assistant Town Clerk and Mrs. Julie Habru- 
kovich for their fine assistance and loyal cooperation.

OLD SAYBROOK ZONING COMMISSION 


The Old Saybrook Zoning Commission meets twice a month with specially 
called meetings held when necessary. All meetings are open to the public. 


During the fiscal year 1971-1972 the Commission met a total of 29 times and 
made several field inspections. Public hearings were held on applications for 
special exception, zoning regulation changes and zone classification changes.

Mr. Joseph Sadler’s term expired during the fiscal year. He had served as a 
member of the Commission for ten years. Special recognition was given to Mr. 
Sadler at his last meeting in December by members of the Zoning Commission 
and the Board of Selectmen. Mr. Sadler’s valuable contributions to the Com- 
mission will be sorely missed. Mr. Sadler serves as a consultant to the Com- 
mission during the re-writing of the zoning regulations. 


Attorney George J. Kinsley of Clinton was engaged by the Commission this 
year as counsel. Due to the amount of legal interpretation needed by the Com- 
mission and information necessary on state statutes, laws, etc., Attorney Kin- 
sley’s service has aided the Zoning Commission greatly. Attorney Kinsley is also 
available to Mr. Robert Kelly, Building Official, for various legal problems that 
come up in the Building Department with regard to zoning enforcement. 


Mrs. Robert Staplins served as Clerk to the Commission. 


During the year, the Commission continued working with the consulting 
firm of Bryan and Panico in updating the zoning regulations. Numerous workshop 
sessions have been held and it is hoped that the regulations will be ready for 
adoption by early fall.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 
BLUM, GAVENS & KAPLAN 
Certified Public Accountants 
COMMENTS ON THE EXAMINATION 


SCOPE OF AUDIT: 


The audit of the accounts of the Town of Old Saybrook for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1972 was conducted in accordance with the audit procedure as 
set forth in the audit program and questionnaire of the State Tax Commissioner 
concerning municipal audits and in accordance with general instructions to in- 
dependent public accountants conducting periodic audits of the municipal 
financial statements. 


As part of our audit, all cash on deposit in checking and savings accounts was 
reconciled to and confirmed with the various depositories as of June 30, 1972. 
Our examination was particularly directed to methods of handling cash and toward 
ascertaining that all cash receipts were deposited promptly and that there were 
no loose, or improper methods in use. In addition, our audit procedure included 
confirmation by correspondence with various State Agencies as to funds dis- 
bursed by them to the Town of Old Saybrook. Cancelled checks, invoices and 
other supporting documents including minutes of the meetings of the Board of 
Finance and Selectmen and the Town Meetings were examined by us. Invoices 
were checked with particular reference to discounts and it was determined that 
they were taken wherever possible. Cancelled checks and invoices were examined 
as to signature, endorsement and authorization. 


INTERNAL CONTROL: 


The general instructions to independent public accountants require a detailed 
review of internal control procedures and in accordance with those instructions 
we examined in detail the methods of internal control in use in the Town of 
Old Saybrook. It should be pointed out that one of the prerequisites of good in- 
ternal control is adequate employees in each department in order to establish 
certain checks and balances. Since the economic feasibility of more than one em- 
ployee is questionable in many departments, the resulting internal control is 
established only as a result of strict adherence to statutory, or regulatory re- 
quirements and not as a result of established checks and balances created in- 
ternally within the department. 


Where the internal control is not as strong as we would prefer, we have ex- 
tended our auditing procedure. 


GENERAL FUND 
SELECTMEN: 


The records of the Board of Selectmen were examined, placing particular 
emphasis on the following: 


1. Examination of Purchase Orders, 


2. Proper authorization for payment of invoices. 
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Distribution of expenditures to correct budget appropriations. 


4. Ascertaining that expenditures were charged to proper fiscal year ap- 
propriations. 


5. Handling of cash receipts by the Selectmen’s office. 
6. Preparation of accounts in the Selectmen’s Order Register. 


7. Discounts taken when available. 


In every instance we were satisfied with the result of our examination with the 
exception of Item No. 6. We have commented repeatedly in prior years on the 
inadequacy of the equipment used to prepare the Selectmen’s Order Register and 
we will make a recommendation with respect to this. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION: 


Our examination of the Board of Education records primarily followed the 
same procedures as those used for the Board of Selectmen. Our examination in- 
cluded not only the accounts of the Board of Education General Fund, but also 
those of the School Cafeteria and Activity Funds. In general we were satisfied 
with our examination of the records except that the Board of Education is using 
the same equipment as the Board of Selectmen and it is obviously inadequate for 
their use also. Our recommendation will follow. 


TREASURER: 


Examination of the Treasurer’s records and the Treasurer’s general ledger 
was made in detail. All receipts of the Treasurer were traced to original source 
either by direct correspondence with the source, or direct examination by us of 
the various departments in the Town turning funds over to the Treasurer. We 
also reviewed the Treasurer’s method of handling funds, confirmed all Fund 
balances with the various depositories, reviewed the investment policy of the 
Treasurer with regard to funds for both temporary and permanent investment 
and in general, compared the Treasurer’s receipts for the current year with those 
of the prior year and the budget estimates. 


Specifically, we found that the records of the Treasurer were extremely well 
maintained and that her investment policy took full advantage of the highest 
possible investment rates available by Statute to municipalities. 


TAX COLLECTOR: 


The Rate Book of the Tax Collector was reviewed by us and compared to the 
Abstract after final adjustments by the Board of Tax Review. Collections of 
taxes and transfers to Suspense were all completely supported by documentation 
and properly posted to the Rate Book as well as the Assessor’s report of correc- 
tions. A direct positive confirmation of uncollected taxes showed no claims for 
taxes paid for which proper credit has not been given. Uncollected taxes, how- 
ever, went back to the Grand List of October 1, 1952, at the beginning of the 
fiscal year. The years 1952, 1954 and 1955 have been written off to Suspense. 
The amounts involved were relatively minor. As of June 30, 1972, uncollected 
taxes extend back to the Grand List of October 1, 1956 and are beyond the sta- 
tutory lien period of ten years. Our recommendation will follow. 
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TOWN CLERK: 


Our examination of the Town Clerk’s records included a review of collections 
of land transfer fees by him which were turned over to the Town Treasurer. It was 
determined that the rate charged for land transfer fees was correct and that all 
transactions charged for were as set forth in the Statutes. In addition, the Town 
Clerk has the responsibility for issuance of dog licenses and these receipts also 
were examined and found to be correct. 


OTHER DEPARTMENTS 


Our examination included a review of all of the departments collecting monies’ 
The Police Department, Park and Recreation Department, Building Department, 
Library, Dock Master and Selectmen were examined. The accountability for all 
funds to be turned over to the Town Treasurer was established and these receipts 
were subsequently traced to the Town Treasurer’s records and found to be in 
agreement with the individual departments noted above. 


CAPITAL FUNDS 
GENERAL BONDED DEBTS AND NOTES: 


A review of the General Bonded Debts and Notes was made and included 
direct confirmation with bond and note holders as well as the Bonding Agent. 
We confirmed the fact that all bond and note maturities were promptly met and 
that interest was paid on a current basis. We also confirmed the authority for 
issuance of new notes. By direct confirmation with the State Board of Education, 
we determined that the balances due from the State of Connecticut for School 
Construction Grants were correct. During the year, the Town issued a bond in 
the amount of $825,000.00, which amount was the final bonding requirement for 
the new high school. The bonds were issued at a rate of 4.10% and are payable in 
series from 1972 through 1982. 


TRUST AND AGENCY FUNDS: 


A general review was made of the Trust and Agency Fund records with 
particular attention to the recording of transactions of cash receipts and dis- 
bursements. Our examination disclosed nothing of an unusual nature and all 
transactions and disbursements appeared to be properly authorized. 


CAPITAL FUNDS: 


An examination of the Capital and Non-Recurring Expenditures Fund was 
made to determine that all transactions were properly supported by documenta- 
tion and that the Funds were correctly managed, invested and disbursed. 


SPECIAL FUNDS 
STATE AND FEDERALLY ASSISTED PROGRAMS: 


As in previous years, we have examined the special State and Federally 
Assisted Programs for Adult Education, Disadvantaged Children, School Li- 
braries, Project Learn and in addition for the curernt year, the Emergency Em- 
ployment Act Fund. Our examination was conducted basically to conform with 
the requirements of the State Board of Education and/or Federal program re- 
quirements with respect to these Funds. 
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IN GENERAL 


Surety Bonds were examined as to expiration and amount of coverage and in 
our opinion the coverage appears to be adequate. The list of officials covered by 
Surety Bonds is contained in Exhibit KK. Only those officials requiring separate 
statutory bonds are listed. All other Town employees are covered by a Public 
Employees’ Blanket Policy. 


An annual review of general insurance is made by the Insurance Agent of 
Record and the amounts of coverage as recommended by him are carried. 

We have recommended in prior years that a complete inventory of all assets 
of the Town of Old Saybrook be taken, categorized, itemized and valued and 
continuously updated and that this list be kept updated by acquisitions and dis- 
positions. This has not been done and our recommendation will follow. 

We have also recommended in prior years that the budget format be changed 


so that the budgets of the various departments will be classified in the same 
manner for each department and this has not been done. 


CONDITION OF RECORDS AND 
GENERAL CONDUCT OF OFFICE 


The records of the Town of Old Saybrook are maintained on a double entry 
system. Examination disclosed that the records maintained by the Board of 
Education and the Board of Selectmen were in agreement with the Treasurer’s 
general ledger, as were the records of the Tax Collector. 


In general, the books and records of the Town of Old Saybrook were main- 
tained in excellent condition.

Budgetary operations for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1972 showed a net 
increase to current surplus of $9,404.00. At the time of preparation of the fiscal 
1972 budget it was estimated that approximately $165,000.00 would be used 
from current surplus to balance the budget. However, actual receipts exceeded 
estimated receipts by approximately $49,000.00, the largest single item being 
$34,000.00 more than anticipated from the State Board of Education. Expendi- 
tures were less than anticipated by approximately $124,000.00; the largest single 
item being $39,000.00 unexpended in the Contingency Fund, approximately 
$13,000.00 in the Board of Education and $8,000.00 in Welfare, as well as other 
under-expenditures. 


The 1972-1973 budget as preapred by the Board of Finance contemplates 
using approximately $125,000.00 of current surplus toward the 1972-1973 fiscal 
budget. 


GENERAL COMMENTS: 


It is our opinion that the budget was prepared by the Board of Finance in 
accordance with the requirements for the preparation of municipal budgets and 
that all transfers and additional appropriations were either authorized by the 
Board of Finance or Town Meeting and properly documented. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND 
BOARD OF EDUCATION: 


We recommend that the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Education 
jointly review their requirements for the preparation of orders, checks and pay- 
roll so that after such review it will be possible to jointly acquire equipment ade- 
quate to service both departments. 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


It is recommended that an inventory of all real and personal property of the 
Town of Old Saybrook be taken; the assets properly numbered and identified, 
currently valued and subsequently maintained on a current basis regarding ac- 
quisitions and dispositions. 


TAX COLLECTOR: 


It is recommended that the Tax Collector make every effort to pursue de- 
linquent taxpayers whose assessment date exceeds the statutory ten year lien 
period. In some instances the amount is relatively small and we feel the Tax 
Collector should remove these amounts by whatever legal action is required. 
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BOARD OF FINANCE: 


It is recommended that the Board of Finance review the budget format now 
in use by the Town of Old Saybrook with the specific purpose of having the budget 
properly reflect the comparative operations of each department or agency rather 
than having each department submit their own optional format. We believe the 
responsibility for the preparation of this budget should be passed by the Board 
of Selectmen to the individual departments and made a uniform requirement of 
each department. 


We should like to thank the officials and personnel of the Town of Old Say- 
brook for their help and cooperation during the conduct of this audit. 


CERTIFICATION

We have examined the financial statements of the Town of Old Saybrook for 
the year ended June 30, 1972 (Exhibits A to LL, inclusive). Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and in accordance 
with the recommendations of the State Tax Commissioner concerning municipal 
audits, and accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


In our opinion, the accompanying financial statements (Exhibits A to LL, 
inclusive) present fairly the financial position of the special Funds of the Town of 
Old Saybrook at June 30, 1972 and the results of the Town’s operations and 
changes in Funds for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year. 


Our examination also comprehended or included the supplemental schedules 
and comments (Exhibits A to LL, inclusive) of the Town as of June 30, 1972 and 
for the year then ended, and in our opinion, such supplemental schedules, when 
considered in relation to the basic financial statements, present fairly in all 
material respects the information shown therein.
